Impregnable Boer Fort
Near Mafeking.

Loodoo, ‘Jso 6, 4.45 m.—i'['ha
Times publishes the following dispatch
from Mafekiog, dated Deo 26 :

**At dawan today Col Badea Powell
orgsnised an wosucoessful attack upon
& stroong position of the enemy at
Gametree, two miles from Mafeking.
from which the Boers bave been main
taiviog » desultory but annoying shell
sod rifla fire for several weeks. The
railway bas recently been reconstrueted
between the towd snd Gametree, where
the Boers bad destroyed it, the fioal
repaire beiog made in preparation for
the sortie

*‘During the vight the armored train,
with Mazim aod Hotobkiss guoe, noder
Capt Williame sod troops, took up
positions for ntesck from two sides.
Capt Lord OCbarles Beotinck and s
equadron were in reserve upon the left,
while the extreme left wing was
ocoupied by wurtillery under Masjor
Paogera and a gallopiog Mazim of the
Cape police, the whole being under
Col Hore

“Empleacements were thrown up
dariog the night, the orders being to
attack at dawn and the artillery fire to
desist upon prolonged tooting from the
srmored train At daybreak the guos
opeoed fire and rapidly drew the reply
of the ememy, our shells bursting
within effeotive range. Capt Veroon
gave the signal to oesse firing sod to
sdvunce, bis tquadron leading off

‘“As our moo engaged the position
with their rifle fire, it was soon found
that the strength of the fort was
greater thao we bad supposed The
ecemy oonoentrated such an exoceeding-
ly bot fire that the advance of Capt
Vernoo was slmost impossible, but
with remafkable heroism and gallantry
Capts Saoford snd Veroon, Liout
Patton and Scout Cooke, who guided
the equadrooe, and a few men ‘sotoally
reacbed the ssndbags of the fort with-
io three buodred yards of the ares of
the fort.

“‘But vothiog liviog could exist there
sinoe the ground wae swept by Mauser
sud Martioi buliets Tnhe men who
charged through this sone of fire suf-
fered terribly, and in followiog their
officers to eapture the fort, twenty mep
loat their lives Capt Sandford waes
the firet 1o fall and Capt Vernon, al-
ready twioe wounded, aod Lieat. Paton
were Lkilled at the foot of the forr.
These two officers, climbivg a ditob
which surrounded the fort, thrust their
revolvers through the enemy’s loop
holes only to be shot themselves the
0eXt moment.

‘*Gametree is surrounded with sorubs
whioh eontained many sharpshootars,
and their accursoy of fire still further
confuted the men who had followed
Capt Vernon aud who sew bim and
his brother officers killed  Beiog witn-
out: commauders they were driven of
at one point, but they eodesvorid (o
soale tho fort a1 others They fonod

“When we retired uoder cover of the
armored train s0 many men had beeo
woubded that a eusncusion of hostili
tiea ocourred under the auspioes of tho
Red Cross.

Surgeon General Wyman
Consulted.

Washiogton, Jan 3 —The war de-
partment is taking eteps to prevent
the introduction of the plague in the
Philippine ielande, and Secretary
Root this morning cslled into consul-
tation Surgeon General Wyman of
the Marine Hoepital service to
discuss the establishment of a quaran-
tine system for the islande It was
decided ‘that the war department
should adopt towards the Philippines
8 policy like that it pursved towards
Cuba in the matter of the protection
of health, namely, confide the main-
tenance of the qdarantine system to
the Marine Hospital service

Surgeon General Wyman has no
coofirmation of the report that three
suspicioue cases of bubonic plague
bave been discovered within the
walled city of Manila, but no
atttempt is made to conceal the gravi-
ty of the eituation should the report
prove true  Still it is sasid, a few
sporadic cases need not neces-
earily result in an epidemic in
the islands. Surgeon General Wy-
man says the disease no longer
creates the dread it once did, becauee
it has been demonstrated that it can
be handled by modern scientific
work It has been stamped out of
Alexandris, Egypt; Kobe, Japan,
an; Vienna, Auvetrie. The methods
of fighting it are the same used
sgainat smallpox—isolation, disinfec-
tion and savitation. The greatest
danger is due to its possible introduc-
tion into new localities through
ambulant, or walking cases, which
defy the surveillance of the authori-
ties QOoe feature of the disease
which is gratifying to the authorities
in view of the possible outbreak of
an epidemic in the Philippines is the
fact that ite history Shows that it does

oot attack Europesne ss readily as
